Some new and little known Argentine 
Neuroptera

HEMEROBIIDAE 


Neosympherobius gen. nov. 

Allied to Sympherobius Banks. 

Antennae moniliform. Wings (Text fig. 1) elongate, twice as long 
as broad, rounded at the apex. Costal area in the fore wing broadest 
beyond the recurrent vein and sharply narrowed to the base. Three 
radial sectors with but one eross-vein between their branches, and 
few eross-veins elsewhere. Hind wing with only one false origin to Rs. 
One eross-vein in the dise of the wing. The male genitalia resemble 
those of Sympherobius. 

This genus differs from Sympherobius in the possession of three 
radial sectors in the forewing, and in the almost entire absence of cross- 
veins. A 

The genotype is the following species. 

Neosympherobius cinereus sp. n. 

Greyish, very sparsely hairy. Head dark grey, antennae greyish, 
yellow, becoming darker towards the apex. A transverse ridge of the 
face about the level of the clypeus. 

Prothorax dark grey, a whitish band on the dise, and the lateral 
margins whitish. Meso and meta-thorax dark grey and whitish. Legs 
pale, tarsi darker. Abdomen dark grey. 

Male abdominal appendages: (Pl. fig. 5) The lower lateral margins 
of the eighth tergite produced to form a blunt projection on each side. 
The superior appendages are subtriangular, the apex armed with a nar- 
row incurved, tapering hook. Beneath these are two pale upturned 
lobes elothed with very short bristles. The eighth sternite is cylindri- 
form, rounded at the apex, and reaching about as far as the apex of the 
superior appendages. 

The anterior wing elongate, hyaline, with grey neuration. Costal 
cellule narrowed at the base; a few cross veins in the costal area forked. 
Pterostigma practically indistinguishable in both wings. (Entirely so 
in canada balsam preparation. A cross-vein between subcosta and 
radius near apex. Three radial sectors, the second and third close to- 
gether at base, and widely separated from the first. The first radial 
sector bifurcate, the lower branch forking twice, the upper one once, 
before the marginal series of branches; the second once near the margin 
and the third twice. A cross-vein between the second and third radial 
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sectors near the apex of the wing. Two cross-veins between the first 
radial sector and the medius, which is forked three times. A cro:s-vein 
between M, and the anterior fork of Mə. Three cross-veins between 
M and Cu, one between the branches of C, and one between both 
Cu and 1A, and 1A and 2A. 

Hind wing with but one radial sector, emitting three branches, 
One indistinct eross-vein between posterior branch of Rs and M in the 
dise of the wing.

Sympherobius marmoratus Navás.

& Head yellowish, vertex, face and clypeus spotted with brown. An- 
tennae yellowish, densely covered with short dark hairs, the basal joints 
paler. Maxillary palpi brown, the last joint strongly acuminate. 

Prothorax transverse, brown, with a transverse median band and 
the lateral margins pale, and bearing a few brown spots. Mesothoraxz 
brown with a pale median stripe. Metathorar brown, with a pale spot 
anteriorly. Legs pale, the apical tarsal joint brown, and the anterior 
tibiae with two brown spots exteriorly. 

Abdomen dark brown with pale hairs. In the dried specimen the 
anal appendages appear to be of the typical Sympherobius form, con- 
sisting of two triangular superior appendages, each terminating in a 
spine, and a cylindrical upturned median process, bearing at the apex 
two black teeth. 
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Anterior wing (Text fig. 2) elongate acutely rounded at the apex. 

Membrane greyish yellow, entirely speckled with brown, and with 
a distinet brown patch near the termination of the cubital veins. Veins 
pale, closely dotted with brown. Costal area very narrow at base and 
apex, broadest about one-third from the base. Both the radial sector 
are forked onee before the stigma. Six veins in the outer and five in 
the inner gradate series; sub-basal and basal series of four cross-veins. 

Posterior wing hyaline, the longitudinal veins brown, the cross- 
veins colourless. One radial sector bearing three branches; two or three 
eross-veins in the dise of the wing. 

Chaco de Santiago del Estero, Bords du Rio Salado, Env. d'Ica- 
fio (E. R. Wagner, 1904). 

TYPE is a single male in the Paris Museum. 

Sympherobius maculipennis sp. n. 

Head brown, genae black, palpi dark brown, the apical joint end- 
ing in a fine point. Antennae moniliform, pubescent, brownish, be- 
coming darker towards the base. 

Prothorax transverse, brown with a pale median stripe and lateral 
margins, thinly clothed with pale hairs. Mesothorax and metathorax 
brown. Legs pale with brownish pubescence, hind tibiae dilated. 

Abdomen (Text fig. 3) dark brown with pale hairs. 

Front wings (Pl. fig. 1) elongate, membrane brownish hyaline, on 
the outer half much spotted with brown, and the gradates clouded with 
brown. The margin is marked alternately with white and brown spots. 
The costal area is broad at the base, the costa being slightly sinuate; 
the costal cellule is elongate. 

Two radial seetors, each seetor forking once before the inner gra- 
date series. The outer gradate series consists of five veins, all between 
the branches of the radial sectors, the inner series also consisting of five 
veins. There is also a sub-basal series of four veins and a basal series 
of three veins. 

Hind wing hyaline, veins pale, and the cross veins colourless. 
There is one radial sector emitting three branches. In the disc of the 
wing are two cross veins. The pterostigma is indistinct in both wings.

Nannochorista edwardsi sp. n. 

& Black, the legs and elaspers yellowish; the wings hyaline, with 
blackish cross-veins. 

Head. black, clothed with short yellowish pubescence, Eyes red- 
dish. Antennae 27.jointed, pitehy, lighter towards the base, the first 
two joints reddish, globular, the third cylindrical, and twice as long 
as the fourth. 
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Thorax black, sparsely clothed with yellow pubescence; prothorax 
small, mesothorax large, about twice as wide as prothorax and the 
metathorax a little smaller than the mesothorax. Legs yellow, coxae 
large, tibiae longer than the femora, the tarsi five-jointed, having 
the first joint about as long as the remaining four. 

Abdomen cylindrical, black, clothed very sparsely with yellow pu- 
bescence. Genital appendages (Pl. fig. 3) shaped much as in N. dip- 
teroides, Till., but the cerei are only one-jointed, and are about as long 
as the tenth tergite. The base of the claspers is produced internally 
into two blunt processes. 

Wings (Pl. fig. 2) hyaline, neuration yellow, marked with blackish, 
whieh extends slightly on to the membrane. In the fore wing the sub- 
costa terminates in the costa at the pterostigma, and is connected at 
this point to the radius by a short eross-vein. Blackish spots on all 
cross-veins, except those in the costal area, and on the fork of the ra- 
dius, and the separation of the medius from the cubitus. Thyridial 
area elongate. 

In the hind wing. the subeosta ends at the level of the radial fork. 
All eross-veins blackish except the subcostal, and between Cb. and 
Cu, + 14, and the cubital fork.

Anabittacus, gen. nov. (Pl. fig. 6). 

Medius trifureate in both wings, the upper branch forking again 
to form M, and M,. Pterostigma not bounded by cross-veins and ex- 
tends baek to R, in both wings. 

The genotype is the following species. 

Anabittacus iridipennis, sp. n. 

9 Head reddish brown, black between the ocelli, and towards the 
apex of the rostrum. Antennae blackish, about as long as the wings, 
the first two joints brown, subglobular.

Prothoras short, brown, with black lateral margins. Pterothoraz 
brown, with a black median stripe on the dorsum, and black margins. 
Abdomen brown, vaguely marked with black towards the apex. Legs 
brown. 

Wings hyaline, elongate, obtusely rounded at the apex. In the 
fore wing the subcostal eross-vein is beyond the fork of the radial sec- 
tor, at the termination of the subcosta. The fork of the medius is placed 
far beyond the fork of the radial sector. 

No eross-veins under the pterostigma. In the hind wing the sub- 
eostal eross-vein is slightly beyond the fork of the radial seetor, and 
the fork of the medius far beyond. No cross-veins under the pterostigma.
